M. Coldblatt will leave Cincinnati tomorrow on 
his way to Juarez, via Chicago, in charge of a 
string of tifteen horses belonging to himself an<l 
Jefferson Livingston, which are to race at the 
winter meeting on the Mexican track. The band 
is made u|i of the well-known racers Iron Mask, 
Othello, Charnicuse, Gold Color. First Degree, 
Royal interest. White Crown. Cossack, Kris Kringle. 
Hosius, tlbolus. Ball Band and three yearlings. 
Passage from here will t>e over the Bock Island 
route. 

Mr. Livingston has leased the services of the 
competent rider A. Mott from I*. M. Civill to ride 
bis horses at Juarez until the close of December. 
The boy will then go to New Orleans to ride there 
for Mr. Civill. 

The rest of the western division of the stable are 
now at Louisville in charge of trainer Herman K. 
Brandt. To these* will so>m be added the Livingston 
horses now in the east in charge of Phil Chinn. 

Mose Cossuian is to conduct to New Orleans for 
delivery to trainer W. Hurley a division of the E. 
U. Bradley stable, which will be raced at the coming 
Crescent City meeting. 



MUCK RACING PROSPERITY IK CANADA. 




HOLIDAY’S DAY OF VICTORY 



Of sports, racing alone lias prospered in Canada 
during the disastrous year and it, if not equal to the 
best, has in cases been as successful as ever, and 
even more so. Tbe wagering bas not. iierhaps, 
been as brisk and heavy as it has been, but even in 
that respect there has beeu but little falling off 
Montreal has seen more of the sport than in any 
other year, bas seen more of it than any other 
city in Canada. In fact, the growth of racing in 
the Dominion’s metropolis has been wondrous, it 
is not so many years since half a dozen places in 
Canada saw more of tbe sport. Old Blue Bonnets 
languished and died for lack of support, finally goim 
over to the railways and bricks and mortar, tbe jug 
gcruauta of advancing time. Bel Air went practi- 
cally the same way and for the same cause, and 
now there are no fewer than half a dozen tracks 
successfully doing business and giving in all eighty 
four days’ raring in the year, as compared with 
forty-two in Toronto, fourteen each in Hamilton. 
Ottawa, Fort Erie and Windsor. Prior to the pass- 
ing of tbe Miller bill, that extraordinary measure of 
reform, Hamilton. Fort Erie and Windsor gave more 
and Montreal and Toronto, there being no half-mile 
tracks worth shaking of, gave less. Since the adop 
lion of the act, originally intended to be deadly, 
the balf-milers have come into flourishing existence. 
In tbe west tbe sixty and ninety-days* meetings at 
Victoria and Vancouver have come to an end, and sc 
far as tbe running races are concerned the sport 
has been, thanks to tbe absence of the Winnipeg 
exhibition, more than ever of the bush order. In 
eastern Canada, however, as I have said, the quauu 
tity has been over tbe average and the quality, 
on the whole, despite the absence of tbe Belmont 
and Schorr cracks, fully equal to the standard. 

While none of tbe race meetings of the year have 
l»een run at a loss, those at Windsor were undoubt' 
edly the most successful. Judge Murphy ventured 
the opinion that the total attendance at the 
Koyal City gatherings was nearly a quarter of a 
million, but as that would give au average of nearly 
18.000 for each of the fourteen days, it is un- 
doubtedly an over-estimate. The patronage, how- 
ever. was undoubtedly phenomenal. This was due 
to the good times the dose-hy, in fact, the adjoining 
city of Detroit is enjoying, thanks largely to the 
development of the automobile industry. Then in 
strange consonance with the oxiiected state of 
off airs, the mutuei machine, that was expected to 
lie the' death of the horse, in one respect and in at 
least one locality is res|tousilde for the animal's 
greater prosperity. Detroit today is probably tbe 
most thriving city on this continent. 

In consequence of Windsor’s success, there bas 
l>eeu talk of building a half-mile track there, but 
talking and acting are different things. Before a 
track can tie operated a charter aud a license have 
to lie obtained and it bas been officially announced 
that in Ontario at least no more will be granted. 
Thus the talkers at the outset have found themselves 
balked and the Hendrie interests, which are in pos- 
session of the Windsor race course, will continue to 
flourish exceedingly. The plant and its charter are 
the in<**t valuable in Panada, surpassing both the 
Woodbine at Toronto and Hamilton, the former or 
which was until recently undoubtedly in the lead. 
Fort Eric, owing to ill luck in the matter of weather 
principally, has unaccountably in some resiiects de- 
clined. The new Blue Bonnets lias forged ahead in 
■topularity, ami Dorval and Connaught Park are 
making "headway — I am writing only of the mile 
tracks — but it will lie a long time liefore any of 
them get ahead of Windsor. Detroit, jealous of the 
success of her Canadian ncigblsir. may come to life 
but that is so dejM-ndent ii|<<hi state legislation 
that there is little immediate danger. 

Sia-aking of charters and licenses to race, it is 
interesting to note that there are only two charters 
at present in existence in Ontario not in active 
operation These are held resfioctively by parties 
ill London Ont and Mr. Itoliert Davies of Toronto, 
and were the last to be granted. Mr. Davies had an 
Idea of establishing a mile course on bis property 
on the outskirts of Toronto, where, as it is. he has 
a three-quarter mile track on which his horses re 
ceive their early preparation, but in the uncertainty 
of affairs and noting the development of Hilicrest 
and Dufferin Park he lias refrained from definite 
sltirtT Another restraint has been the lack of 
street "car connection. He bas also lieen unwilling, in 
smesrame even, to lie thought acting in opfiosition 
to the Ontario Jockey Club of which he was for- 
merlv vice-president and in which he is still a stock- 
holder Efforts have been made to secure a transfer 
of the’ London charter, but altogether without suc- 
cess Thus there is little probabilit- of any further 
increase of race meetings in Ontario and the pros 
"t 8 „i the existing establishments at the moment 
£* ex‘Jdfnglr rosy. — H. P. Good in Montreal Mail. 



The close of the racing of the month of Octolier found Broomstick still safely intrenched in first place 
among the twenty leading sires of tbe year, with every prospect of retaining his proud position, la the 
course of the month's racing he lost about $3,000 of bis advantage over Star Shoot, but from now on values 
to be raced for will be so small that it does not seem probable the latter will be able to overhaul him. At 
th same time the latter is the only other sire possessing a chance to displace bim and has so many repre- 
sentatives in active racing that it will not lie at all surprising if the finish between the two should be 
closely drawn. Ogden lias done quite well and is a good third, sharing with Broomstick tbe distinction of 
Laving two representatives in the list of winners of $10,000 or more, one being the leading three-year-old 
of tbe year and the other the fleet and staying mare. Star Jasmine. The other sires in the list of twenty 
are about as at the end of September, and tbeir standing and the earnings of their progeny are:

from James Fitzsimmons a few days hack. 

The horses racing in the colors of Amos Turney, 
including Waterbass. will he disposed of shortly to 
dissolve a partnership. Madison Mitchell and Theo- 
dore Cook are interested in the ownership of these 
horses. Mr. Mitchell has keen quite ill for some 
time and wishes to retire from the sport, hence 
the sale. 

Captain W. F. Presgrave has purchased the filly 
Lady Atkin, by Jack Atkin — Grail, and will retire 
her to the stud at his farm at Red Bank. N. J., 
where she will be mated to Dalhousie. Capt. Pres- 
grave bred Grail, which was a frequent winner.

He loved a gauie of 
cards in almost any eouiitauy and paid his stakes 
iiisiii the ruhU-r I i he any other well-conducted man 
of his «-eniurv. lie did not find Annapolis, or even 
Philadelphia, too far away to lie visited for the 
pleasure of seeing a good horse rail* or enjoying 
a round of halls and evenings at the theater, to 
shake off rustie dullness or a too eoustant stay at 
home. In 177u in- was witli Governor Eden, of 

North Carolina, at the Joekey (Till* races near 
Philadelphia, no •loiilit relieved liy the news that 
all Iml the tea tax had l»eeii repealed. The next 
year it was the races at Annapolis that charmed 
him: and in I .,3 Jackcy Curtis held him in Phila- 
delphia tls- same errand. It was wholesome to 
le thus calmly in pur-.uit of diversion ill the in- 
tervals of trying business. It lies|ioke a hearty 
life and a line ha I a u<e in the man.’’

WINGFIELD’S ENGLISH IMPORTATIONS. 

The horses purchased in England for the Nevada 
breeder, George W. Wingfield, reached New York 
in safety and good condition last Wednesday. The 
band was made up of the four-year-old Honeywood, 
the three-year-old Polistena, and eight yearlings, 
four colts and four fillies. Of this latest acces- 
sion to our thoroughbred resources, a New York 
writer, who inspected them, says: 

“It is understood that Honeywood will be kept 
by Mr. Wingfield for a private sire. His breeding 
is particularly rich, the male line running tbiougli 
Polymelns, Cyllene and Bona Vista to Bend Or. 
with Isonomy. Lord Clifden and Toxophilite (the . 
sire of Musket) figuring in the same generiti.m 
in his sire’s pedigree. Honey Bird, his dam. runs 
back through Friar’s Balsam and Hermit to Ncw- 
minster and Touchstone, while Brendalhane by 
Stockwell. King Tom by Harknway and Tbnmlerlsilt 
by Stockwell introduce a triple cross of that rich 
combination of The Baron and Pocahontas which 
has done a world of good to both English and 
American pedigrees. 

“Another noteworthy individual is the hay filly 
Polistena. three-year-old, by Polymelns — Imola by 
St. Hilaire. Besides being a splendid and racy- 
looking individual, this filly has the distinction of 
being more than a half-sister to the hero of the 
English turf for the current year. Pomuierii, triple- 
erown winner and n great colt for any year. Polis- 
teua is a large and rangy filly, wbicli looks like a , 
real race horse from any angle. She is a filly 
of exceptionaily-higb finish and has splendid size 
and substance, grand lame and tinnsual muscular 
development just where a good race horse needs' 
it. This filly has shipped finely and. as she is; 
perfectly sound, it is expected that she will raciq 
next year, 

“The largest, and upon the whole; the most im- 
pressive of the eight yearlings which siilierinteiident 
Guilliams purchased at Newmarket, is a big bay colt 
by San try out of Trevi by Love Wisely. This is lie- 
lieved by many to have been the largest yearling in 
England tills year. Indeed lie looks more like a 
large and well-developed two-year-old than like a 
yearling; but notwithstanding his great size and 
immense substance, lie is a colt of uncommonly high 
finish, and a wonderfully well-balanced one. 

“Of course, as might be expected, be is of a 
distinct masculine type, but so compactly bas he 
been put together that one does not a first realize 
what a big colt lie is. He is a deep, rich bay with 
black points excepting one bind pastern, and pos- 
sibly a small star, but in a general way he conveys 
the impression of being solid colored. 

“Those familiar witli English pedigrees will real- 
ize that this youngster is richly bred in fashionable 
strains, and all in all. lie will be apt to win more 
admirers among the horsemen who look over the 
Wingfield shipment than will any of tiie others 
included in these eight yearlings, and there are 
sonic choice ones in the lot, too. 

“Another of the yearlings which will tie much 
admired is a large bay e«dt. liberally marked with 
white, and showing rather more than usual ag- 
gressiveness and activity when shown on the lialtcr. 
This fellow Is by the popular English sire, Fowling- 
piece. dam White Lilac by Springfield. Any person 
at all familiar with English tiedigrees cannot fail 
to realiez that this is a richly-bred colt, tracing 
back to Musket, the sire of Oarbine. through lii's 
sire, and to Springfield through his dam. Besides . 
being finely bred, this colt is a grand individual. ' 
He bas abundance of range and weight: indeed lie 
is an exceptionally large ycnrling. and then. too. j 
he is well balanced and highly finished. His de- , 
velopnient of bone and muscle is surprising for a i 
yearling, and he bas the outline of a race horse anil ' 
a stayer. 

“The next yearling shown was a gray or roan | 
colt by Grey Leg out of Bernina by St. Serf. This j 
is a colt of good size, although considerably lighter > 
than liis two stable mates already referred to. lie 
is a trim, racy-looking colt of high finish and. } 
according to present aptiearances. lie should lie one 
which would come early to hand anil in winning 
form at that. He has been named Mt. Blanc. i 

“The next animal shown was a bright golden ’ 
chestnut filly liberaly marked with white. This Is I 
a strikingly handsome and racy-looking filly of 
fine size and finish. Indeed, except that she is ( 
a trifle light in the bone below the knee, it might 
lie difficult to find a fault with this filly. She is 
bv Martagon out of Celia, by Y'eles, son of Isin- I 
glass. j 

“Next came a particularly handsome and compact 
brown filly by Minoru. King Edward VII. ’s last 1 
llerby winner, out of Slave Trade by St. Serf. / 
This is probably the most highly finished of the . 
yearling fillies, although some of the others may 
crowd her closely. 

"A hay filly by William III., da.n Free anil Easy 
by Melton, is another particularly fine filly and 'a 
taking one, hut that much might lie said ofg,-j« 
of them. iMjL 

“The last filly shown was a hay by Dark ■SS*! 
aid. out of Ki Ki. bv Matchmaker, and Ihe 
cotl was a rather small hay by the famous sprinter ’ 
Gnlilen Rod, out of a daughter of Isinglass.’’
